The most intense excitement again 
prevails in Whitechapel. Orowds surround 
the mortuary in which the body lies. 

DEAD FOR TWO DAYS. 

Later details concerning the finding of the 
body of the murdered woman in Whitechapel 
this morning show that there was no blood on 
the ground where the body was found, neither 
was there any blood on the body. From this it 
is evident that the murder was committed in 
some other place and that the body was sub- 
sequently deposited under the railway arch. 
The trunk was nude. A rent and bioody 
chemise was found lying near the body. The 
arms were intact bus the legs were wissin«. 
It is believed that the woman has been dead 
for two days. : 

NO CLEW. 

Three sallors who were sleeping under the 
arch next to the one underwhich the body 
was found were taken into custody by the 
police. They convinced the authorities, 
however, that they had seen or beard noth 
ing of a suspeilous nature and they were dis- 
charged. :

ANOTHER MURDER. 

London bad began to iook for its weekly 
Whitechapel horror to arrive as it looked for 
Sunday to come. At 5:30 0’clock on Saturday 
morning the body of another woman, sim- 
ilariy mutilated, was found about three hun- 
dred yards from where Polly’s body was 
picked up. It was the same old story, a dead 
woman, brutally cut to pieces, the head 
nearly severed from the body, but no trace of 
the murderer. This one was identified as 
Annie Siery, known in the district as Dark 
Annie. no a brick wall was found a rude 
scrawi in chailg which read: ‘‘Five—fifteen 
more and then I give myself * The body 
was lying on its back, the clothing 2 
thrown up over the gaping throat. Along gas 
extended from the grointo the breast-bone, 
laying the whole body open. Portions of the 
intestinal organs were scattered about, and 
as in other cases, parte were carried away. 
Again the po strove to hunt down the 
murderer, but they were again unsuccessful. 

THE GATESHEAD KILLING. 

When he determined on his next murder, 
the fend abandoned Whitechapel and went to 
Gateshead, near Newcastie-on-Tyne. This 
murder occurred on Sunday, September 23. 
The fact that the woman’s y was found in 
Gateshead, sofar from Whitechapel, has ied 
many people to believe thatthe murder was 
not committed by the Whitechapel flend, put 
the mutilation of the body was exactly the 
same, and this was set down as the fifth in the 
list of horrors. 

MURDERS NO. 6 AND7 
occurred on Saturday, September 29. A mem- 
ber of a foreign club, which had its quarters 
on Bemers street, was going to the room late 
at night and found the body of a woman, a 
Whitechapel ‘‘unfortunate,’’ in a narrow 
paseage way, just beneath the open window 
ot the room in which there were a dozen or 
moremen. Notasound had been heard by 
them and it was evident that the man who ap- 
proached had frightened the murderer away, 
for the blood was still pouring from the gash 
in the throat and thougb the woman’s cioth- 
ing had been thrown up in preparation for 
the usual mutilation, the fend bad not bad 
time to do his work. Three-quarters of an 
hour later one of the, police patrolmen, whose 
duty it isto pass Mitre Square every ten min- 
utes, came across the body of another woman, 
with the throat gaping wide open and the 
body rip througbout its entire length. The 
beart and lungs had been jerked out by main 
force and tnrown aside, ana the entrails stuffed 
in horrible confusion in the wound in the 
neck. Everything indicated that the work 
was done in the frenzy of baste, but the same 
savage accuracy was shown. How the mur- 
derer came and went, committed the deed and 
avoided being seen was a mystery. 
NOT THE FIEND’S WORK. 

On October 2 the trunk of a woman was 
found in the recess of the new potes offices 
on the Thames embankment. The head, arms 
and legs were missing. It was thought that 
this was enother piece of the Whitechapel 
fiend’s work, but that suspicion was not con-

occurred on November 8, ic88. Atl o’eclock 
on the morning of November 9 the body of a 
woman, cut into pieces, was found in a bouse 
on Dorsett street, Spitaifields. The victim 
was named Lizzie Tischer, and, like the oth- 
ers, she was ‘‘unfortunate.’’ She had mar- 
ried and ber husband was a porter, but she 
had left bim to live the horrible life of a 


Whitechapel prostitute. She was known as 
Mary Jane and carried a latch key to the house 
in which her body was found. he bad been 


more horribly mutilated than any of the pre- 
vious victims. No one knew when she and 
her slayer entered the house the night before, 
for no one had seen them, but when her body 
was found in the morning her head had been 
completely cut off and placed beneath her 
arm. Theskin was torn from ber forehead 
and cheeks, and the ears and nose bad been 
cutoff. The body had been disemboweled 
and the flesh had been torn from ber thighs. 
One hand had been pusbed into her stomach. 
The uterus was missing. The police 
made almost superhuman efforts to track the 
murderer, and biood hounds were used, but 
they could not find him. Asa result of this 
and the severe criticism of the police Sir 
Charles, Warren — his position as Chief 
of the Metropolitan Police force.

THE NORTHWESTERN ROADS, 


An Effort te Reach an Agreement Proves a 
Failure So Far. 


The disagreement of the Northwestern roads 
just now bas a great deal of interest in it to St. 
Louis. It looks as ta war was certain. The 
private wire telegrams received by Gaylord, 


Blessing & Co., give a very good idea of it. 
The first, from Chicago, said the 
Northwestern roads were then in ses- 
sion considering the Chicago, Burlington & 
Northern proposition to ignore both ley 
and the trunk lines. Many roads think this 
course Inadvisable, but unless this was done 
the Chicago, — 2 & Northern threat - 
ened to reduce all rates, both local and 
through. Later, the Northwestern roads, it 
was announced, were unable to reach any 
agreement in regard to through rates

REMOVING PAINT, 


The Modern Way of Getting Mid of the 
Paint Brushes’ Work. 


From the Scientific American. 

The ordinary process of scraping old paint 
or burning it off is hardly expeditious enough 
for general purposes, and itis also laborious, 
Soda and quicklime are far more thorough, 
and the paint is more quickly removed. 


The solution of half soda and half quick- 
lime is thus made. The soda is dissolved 
in water, the lime is then added and in soin- 
tion can be applied with a brash tothe old 
aint. A few moments is sufficient to remove 
he coate of paint, which may be washed of 
with hot water. Many preparations are sold 
for the removal of paint, all of them having 
some basie of alkail. A paste of potash and 
strong lime is far more effectual in operation 
and the oldest paint can be removed by it. 
fterw a coating of vinegar or acid 
should be used to cleanse the surface —

The Worst Storm of Recent Years—Not a 
Vestige of the Esplanada in Front of the 
Manhattan Hotel Remaining—Pavillions 
Lifted From Their Pilings and Destroyed 
Low Beaches Along the New Jersey 


City Covered by the Tide—First Floors 
Fleoded—The United States Hydrograph- 
ic Office Explains the Heavy Surf and 
Tidal Waves.

the high tides and storm waves which have 
done such great damage along the coast. In 
this city the cellars and first floors of buildings 
along the water front are ali flooded this 
morning, but ferryboats are experiencing dit- 
ficuity in getting into their slips. Reports of 
great Gamage done bythe storm at high tide 
last night all along the coast are coming in, 
and as the tide this morning was higher than 
last nightit was evident that an enormous 
amount of property has been destroyed. Along 
the New Jersey coasts the low beaches were 
submerged and the railroad tracks were in- 
jured. Thousands of spectators watched the 
surf, which was the wildest and highest known 


in years. 
DAMAGE AT ATLANTIC CITY. 


Atlantic City was completely cut off from 
the main land. Muchof the board walk and 
many bathing houses have been ground up 
into kindling wood. Several pavilions have 
been lifted bodily from their pilings and de- 
stroyed. Reports from Coney Island show that 
the storm was the worst everknown. All 
night long the waves dashed over the break- 
water at Manhattan and Brighton Beach with 
atremendous roar. The Marine Railway be- 
tween the two places was entirely swept away. 
This morning nota vestige is left of the 
esplanade in frontof the Manhattan Hotel 
and the tide flows in and out of the Dase- 
ment of the building. Tne concourse has been 
swept away and communication between the 
east and west ends is rendered impossible. 


UNDER WATER. 

In this city some oi the piers are entirely 
covered bv the tide and some that are usuaily 
twelve feet above high water mark have their. 
decks licked by the angry waves. The bay 
and rivers are inan exceedingly turbulent 
state, owing to the high winds. The ferry- 
boats and general flotilla were tossed about 
lixe playthings, and white caps were visibie 
asfaras the eye could reach. The Jersey 
shore was inundated in many places, partic- 
ularly in the vicinity of the Standard Ou 
Oo.’s works at Claremont. On the East River 
front the buildings from Fiftieth street to 
Fourteenth street are flooved in the great rise 
of water. The lock opposite to Fiftieth street, 
which has always heretofore been visible in 
extreme high tides, is now beneath the water 
and the spindle buoy on Pilgrim Rock at 
Nineteenth street has for the first time been 
almost covered. The lower end of Blackwell’s 
Island is submerged and the keepers were en- 
gaged early this morning in removing the pa- 
tients from the frame outbuildings in that 
portion of the island. 

The flood was discussed by all seafaring men 
with considerable interest this morning, and 
it seomed the general impression that the tide 
exceeded any that we have had in twenty-five 
years. 

THE EFFECTS AT SEA. 

The storm raging over the country to-day 
originated about 500 miies off shore in the At- 
lantic. In-coming steamships will probably 
bring interesting intelligence of its effects at 
sea. No vessel has arrived to-day up 
te noon. The ocean racers, City of New 
York and Teutonic, are looked for here 
to-morrow, and it its feared will have 
to bear the bruntof the gale. The calouia- 
tions of both the hydrographic and Signal 
Service officers here are that the storm is un- 
usually severe outside. Itis right in the path 
of the European steamships. he gale struck 
the New England Coast with great severity, 
and sub uently came thundering along the 
Long lsland shore. At Block Island 
last night the wind blew with great force, 
making the velocity at one time sixty-four 
milesan hour. Off the Long Island shore, 
however, only thirty-two miles an hour was 
registered. All telegraphic communication 
between here and Sandy Hook was destroyed 
by the storm, so that what disabled vessels, if 
any, have run into port since 8 o’cluck 
this morning cannot be learned. The Sandy 
Hook boats have been obliged to tie up for the 
day. The Sandy Hook came up this morning 
but dares not venture to return. The Mon- 
mouth, which left here for that point at 5 
o'clock this morning, was unable to make a 
landing in consequence of the hizh seas, and 
was obliged to bring her passengers back. On 
the return tripthe craft fared badly, for the 
waves washed clean over it. 


HOTEL GUESTS IMPRISONED. 

Word comes from Coney Island that the 
tide was higher this morning than last night. 
This morning the Manhattan Beach Hotel 
was flooded to the doors and the occupants 
were unable to leave. The guests of the 
Oriental Hotel were imprisoned in the same 
way. The West End Hotel is entirely sub- 
merged and the water is flowing over to Sheep- 
head Bay. The beach at Manhattan bas been 
entirely washed away and the persons still 
there are badly frightened. 

A Coney Island special to the Telegram 
says: The mammoth Dbathing-pavillion be- 
long to Manhattan beach is . bearing 
down by the thunder waves. The old marine 
railway structure was carried away eariy to- 
day and was taken withan awful crash over 
the new Marine Raliway, fully 
feet inland, carrying the latter away bodily 
and overturning andsmashing the cars like 
kindling wood. he old Brighton Beach 
bathing pavilion fell with a deafening crash 
and the driftwood carried with lightning rapid- 
ity against the new bath-house, tearing part 
ofthataway. The Brighton Beach Hotel is 
surrounded by over two feet of water. 
Fully ome hundred feet of the lawn 
in front of the hotel has been eaten away 
since last night, and from indications

from the West Indies and as predicted by 
the hydrographic office last Friday evening, it 
was probably central off Hatteras Sunda 
morning. It was possible in this case to fol- 
low it along almost its entire course by means 
of telegraphic reports from the time it was 
raging about St. Thomas and Santa Cruz till it 
cau dangerous gales off Block Island. As 
early as the evening ef the 6th, when it was as 
far south probably as the latitude of: Charles- 
ton, its heavy ewell was felt as far away as the 
coast of Lone Island, inoreasing in 3 
as the storm approached. A very similar 
ease occurred in August, 1873, “during 
what has been called the great Nova Scotian 
hurricane, as stated by Capt. Toynbee, Marine 
Snperintendent of the British Meterological 
office: ‘‘A hurricane had been moving to the 
northward from St. Thomas for ten days and 
was at this very time (August 24) sending such 
a mountalnous swell on their coast that the 

lot ot a stitp outers New York stated that 
he had only once before seen such a swell, 
8 followed by a hurricane in New 

ork. 

At the time referred to the storm center was 
about 450 miles southeast of Sandy Hook. 
While it is cause for congratula- 
tion that the storm did not reach 
our coasts with any noteworthy vio- 
lence, yet it is feared that it was experienced 
with great severity by vessels aloog its track 
at sea. Reports from incoming vessels will be 
awaited with great interest. Now that we 
are in the midst of the hurricane sedson the 
absence of any telegraphic communication 
with Bermuda and Nassau is very keenly felt. 
The former place will soon have a wable to 
Halifax, and thus become available as a sta- 
tion from which storm warnings can be re 
ceived, but a line to Nassau is even more im- 

rtant so far as commerce is concerned, and 

tis hoped that a position so important asa 
frontier weather station will some day become 
available for that purpose.

Shee Bags Versus Shoe Boxes. 


From the Christian Union. 

We have always been advocates for shoe 
bags, making them not only for ourselves, but 
for our friends. Our ideal of a receptacle for 


shoes is before us and can be easily made in 
this way: 

Astrip of linen canvas in its natural flax 
color,1 yard 22 inches long and 24 Inches wide, 
four rows of pockets, 11, 12, 13, 16 inches deep, 
9222 at the bottom. 

e strips for pockets are 40 inches long 
and edged with fancy cretonne. With a warm 
iron divide the canvas lengthwise into four 
parts, and the same with the pockets. Now 
on a table baste the lower pocket on the bot- 
tom of foundation, placing crease on crease, 
and fold the pocket into a 4-inch plait; after a 
space of two inches put on another, and so 
on, leaving an inch hem at top. Sew strips 
of wors braid of a color harmonizing with 
the cretonne at the bottom of each pocket and 
the whole length of each crease, and with it 
bind the outer edge. It is easier to put the 
braid on one ketatatime. A bag made in 
this way will last for years, and be convenient 
not only for shoes, but for strings, bits of 
wrapping paper, brushes, etc.

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THE MAN WHO READS THE GREAT LABOR. 
REVOLT IN LONDON. 


John Burns’ Great Influence Over the Hosts 
ef the Discontented«The Means He Em- 
ploys to Propagate Socialism—His Work 
im the Riots of 1886—is Other Deeds and 
Work. 


John Burns, who is leading the 130,000 
strikers in London, isa Socialist of the fire- 
brand stamp. From shrieking at the street 
corners, preaching socialism in the parks, 
running bis head against policemen’s clubs, 
and inciting mobs to riot and plunder, 
Burns has passed through prison to a 
seat in the new municipal body 
which governs the metropolis. Burns 
was the man who told the tramps and 
unemployed laborers to loot the shops in Re- 
gent street and Haymarket in the riots of 1886, 
and he led the attack on Trafalgar square 
when it was held by the polfoe on Sunday, 
November 5, 1887. , Burns is an uncompromls- 
ing revolutionist, and if he can manage to get 
control of 130,000 men and maintain any degree 
of discipline and organization among them 
property in London will not be worth twenty- 
four hours’ purchase. 

John Burns is 30 years of age and was 
born in Battersea, London. When he is 
not agitating in the streets he works 
as an engineer in Hall’s pressworks 
in Southwark. He ig a power 


fully built man, with muscles of fron anda 
will of the same material. He is 5 feet 10 
in height, broad-shouldered, thick-set, and 
strong-limbed. His hair is as black as a 
negro’s, and he wears a grizzly beard and 
moustache. Hairs grow all over his cheeks 
and stick out straight like bristles. He has a 
voice of tremendous power, which he has 
developed by howling in the open air. No 
man ever addressed a crowd in ndon who 
bad as powerful lungs as Burns. He is a born 
demagogue, and he is successful in sowing 
discontent and planting the germs of revolu- 
tion among the ignorant masses of the Lon- 
don workmen. 

He wields great influenc® among such men 
as the dockers,and is a most dangerous enemy 
to society. Crowds gather round Burns when - 
ever he appears in Hyde Park, Battersea Com- 
mon or Clerkenwell Green. He has a stereo- 
typed form oforatory. He prepares carefully 
the beads of his orations, and gets ready 
some ear-tickling phrases before he starts. He 
begins with a preliminary salutation to bis 
friends and fellow citizens,’ and continues 
with a series of bursts of eloquence for an 
hour. He uses no gestures to enforce his argu- 
ments, and requires none. His voice is deep, 
full and loud, and the strength of his language 
sufficiently emphasizes his statements. 

He makes an onslaught on capital, an at- 
tack on the rich, and points how few the em- 
ployers are compared with the army of work- 
ers whom they employ. Then he taunts the 
men on their condition, tells them how they 
are worse than chattel slaves, says they are 
kept down by force, and then runs in some 
stories about the French revolution, and im- 
agines himself a Marat ora Robespierre. He 
has told the dockers that one company has 
made a million out of their labor, and he al - 
ways finishes with an appeal to fores. 

Don with everything that’s Up. and up 
with everything that’s down,’’ is his motto, 
and by flattering-the men about their power, 
minimizing the dangers to them of a social up- 
beaval, and picturing the glories of the So- 
cialist millennium, when capital will 59 abol- 
ished and every one will sit under his own 
vine and fig tree, manages to work upa spirit 
of discontent among his hearers. 

His greatest triumph in the way of inciting a 
mob was onthe occasion of the riots in Feb- 
raary, 1886. A meeting was being held in the 

uare fora quiet and peaceable purpose, 
when Burns and several of his associates, in- 
cluding Hyndman, Champion and Williams, 
turned up with their followers. Burns at 
once mounted the pedestel of the Nelson 
monument and commenced an inflammatory 
speech. The occasion was opportune. At 
that time there were thousands of unem- 
ployed men in London who begged 
their food during the day, and 
slept in the seats in Trafalgar square 
and in the parks at night. They were a starv- 
ing crowd who would have scrupled at noth- 
ing had any one led them on. Burns soon 
pointed out a way for them to get food. 
There are plenty of bakers’ shops along that 
street, he said, and he added: It they don't 
cate us bread, then, by heavens, they will get 

ulleta.’’ By ‘‘they’’ he meant the ruling 
capitatist classes, and he gave them the 
alternative of ‘‘bread or bullets.’’ These 
were the expressions that he was afterward 
prosecuted for using. 

‘Having listened to these Incendiary speeches 
the mob rushed off to put the Socialist pre- 
cepts into practice. They made for Haymar- 
ket, looted the bakers’ shops, rushed up Re- 


elry and everything they could lay their 
handson. There were no police to protect 
the stores, or to arrest the progress of the In- 
furlated mob, and before the lethargic forces 
of Scotland Yard had mustered thousands of 
pounds’ worth of property had been de- 
stroyed or carried off. The city had to pay 
for the loss, and Col. Henderson, who was 
at the head of the police, was promptly re- 
moved for incompetence. Burns, Hyndman, 
Champion and Williams were arraigned at 
the Oid Bailey for inciting to riot and plun- 
der, but as there were no witnesses who 
could accurately swear to what they said the 
jury acquitted them. 

Some months after that Burns was arrested 
for advising the use of dynamite, but was re- 
leased. His next great exploit was when he 
led the onslaught at Trafalgar square on No- 
vember 5, 1887. Ever since the riots of Febru- 
ary tramps had been in the habit of congre- 
gating in Trafalgar square. They were joined 
during the day by men who said =p | were out 
of work and couldn’t get a job. uring the 
dinner hour Burns went from an engineer’s 
shop in Holborn and harangued these men. 
The daily meetings grew bigger and 
bigger. The inhabitants feared another 
reign of terror, and the police at last 
suppressed the meetings. The Socialists and 
Radicals sttempted to retake the are on 
November 5, but the police were weil organ- 
ized, the Guerds were called out and the at- 
tacking force was completely repulsed. Burns, 
accompanied by Cunninghame Graham, 3 
Member of Parliament of Socialist proclivi- 
ties, attempted to break through the ranks of 
the police. He was arrested and, along with 
Graham, was convicted and sentenced to three 
months’ Imprisonment. When he was lib- 
erated from Pentonville Prison he was more 
of a hero than ever. 

Burns is popular in his own distrist of Bat ; 
tersea, rad became acandidate for the Lon- 
don County Council. He was returned over 
the beads of three Libereis, and now is a per- 
sonage of more public importance. He works 
three days a week—when there are no strikes 
to lead—and devotes the rest of the time to the 
work of the Council and public speaking. His 
constituents, who are mostly workingmen, 
whom he has succeeded in incnuilcating with 
Socialist notions, and over whom he has ob- 
tained great influence, pay him for represent- 
ing them inthe Council. He has now become 
a candidate in the district for Parliament, and 
is certain to be returned at the first election, 
unless he happens to be in prison. 

Burns, in fact, has obtained such an influ- 
ence over the unorganized working classes in 
London that he can dictate his own terms to 
the Radicais, who are a dist@hict body from the 
Socialists. Tne Radical Siar andthe Pali Mall 
Gazette supported him in. bis candidature for 
the County Council. His election to this body, 
which governs 5,000,000 people and contains 
eminent n like Sir

Barns’ influence. Henever loses an oppor- 
tunity to sowthe seeds of discontent and 
propagate Socialism. He has caused a split in 
the trades unions in eer with the object 
of breaking them up. He took in the 
recent strike of streetcar men in London, 
and as soon asthe first lot of dock la 
came out he was among them, 

These laborers are excellent material for 
Burns. They are the d of the labor world 
—men who have lost their occupations, or 
men who had neverany occupat to lose. 
Their work consists in loading and unloading 
vessels by antiquated methods now unknown 
outside London. They hang round the dock 
gates every morning waiting for jobs, and 
earn wrt a miserable pittance when 
work.

Liquer Dealers Paying Licenses in the Form 
of Ceurt Fines. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

AuGcusTA, Me., September 10.—Much sur- 
prise was caused here yesterday when the in- 
dictments from the Grand- jury were reported, 
at finding that nearly every druggist in Au- 
gusta had been indicted for liquor selling. 
and that in the county, out of a total of 
sixty-five indictments fifty-five were for 
transgressions against the liquor law. The 


druggists in nearly every case have stepped 
promptly up and paid their fines amounting 
to about $100 and costs in each case. One 
hotel was indicted and also paid promptly. 
It is what is called a squeeze“ here, and 
comes three times a year When the Grand-jury 
sits. The stores, hotels and saloons willingly 

ay the fines and then keep right on selling as 
f nothing had happened. Really it amounts 
to a license law, nothing more or less, and the 
machinery ofthe court is used to collect the 
money from the liquor Sellers, who willingly 
pay $200 or $300 a year. It works beuutifally. 
tvery place is running wide open, and in the 
capital city there is plenty of drink, and the 
coffers of the County Treasurer are filled. The 
prohibitory law is becoming more and more a 
farce in this State and a license law is prob- 
ably near at hand.
